window boxes, rustic stands, etc. 

The best time to fill window boxes 
is when they are to be placed in posi- 
tion toward the end of May or early 
in June. The boxes may be set in 

osition and well secured, betore they 
are filled with soil or plants, as they 
are heavy and difficult to set in posi- 
tion when filled. 5 
Arrangement of Plants. 

Tall growing plants should be 
placed at the back of the box nearest 
the window. Dwarf plants and trail 
ing plants should then be put around 
the front and ends of the box. Any 
space between these in the centre of 
the box should be filled with medium 
height plants. It is a good plan to 
first fill the box nearly level full with 
with soil, then stand the plants on 
the surface where they are to be 
planted finally. By doing this the 
plants can be changed about and-re- 
arranged, and a good idea of the 
arrangement and effect desired can 
de obtained before finally planting 
them. For color effect, for instance, 
too much of any one color, especially 
the heavier colors, should not be 
placed in any. one part of the box, 
whether of art or tall plants, as

Smoke Recorder on Chimney. 
A new applieation of the metal se- 
lenium, suggested by a French. scien- 
tist, L. Ancel, is to use the selenium 
cells as smoke recorders in chimneys. 
A selenium cell is mounted on one 
side of a chimney or flue; on the op- 
posite side is fixed a lamp.

Vaccinate Against Insanity. 

“The brain of an insane person may 
be likened to a piano, the intricate 
mechanism of which is broken, rust- 
ed or clogged,” says Dr. W. Ford Rob- 
ertson, patho}ogist to the Scottish asy- 
lums.

BY RECENT CENSUS. 


Ontario Contains One-Third of Entire 


Population of Dominion of Can- 
ada, Rut the West Has Grown 
taphily and Voting Strength Is 
Gradually Drifting From the 
East. 


Publication of the results of the 
census of 1921 turns attention to the 
gradual shifting westward of what 
may be called the centre of gravity 
in respect of popniation and paclia- 
Nax representation in Canada. 
Ontario, Ke. A population of 2,929,- 
054 in 1921, is te home of almost 
exactly one-third of the people of 


the Dominion. In 1911, Ontario, with 
2,523,274 people, boasted 35 per 
cent, of the inhabitants of Canada. 
Quebec — whose population deter- 
mines the unit of representation in 
the House of Commons for the other 
provinces—with 2.003.232 people in 
1911 represented almost 28 per cent. 
of the population of Canada. In 
1921, with 2,349,067 people, Que- 
bec's population is somewhat under 
27 per cent. of the population of the 
Dominion, All the, provinces, except 
one, have maintained a steady 
growth in population since Confed- 
eration. The one exception is the lit- 
tle eastern province of Prince Ad- 
ward Island, from which there has 
been a pretty constant stream of 
emigration to Western Canada for 
years. Prince Edward Island had 
94,021 people in 1871, according to 
the census returns. Its population 
increased until in 1891 it had 109,- 
078 dwellers within its area of 2,184 
square miles. Since then its popu- 
lation “has declined until to-day its 
people number $8,615 or five thou- 
sand less than in 1871. At that, 
Prince Edward Island has a greater 
density of population than any of 
the other and larger provinces, name- 
ly 40.5 persons per square mile. 

Ontario’s popoulation has grown 
from 1,620,851 in 1871 to 1,926,922 
in 1888 to 2,114,321 in 1891 to 
9.182.947 in 1901 to $523,274 in 
1911, and reached 2,929,054 in 1921. 

With the opening up for sattle- 
ment and the development of the 
great territory west of the Great 
Lakes, the weight of population has 
shifted westward. In 1871 there were 
only 109.475 inhabitants in that 
western land out of a total popula- 
tion of 3,689,257 in the Dominion. 
In 1881 there were 168.165 out of 
a total population of 4.324.810, In 
1891 the number of inhabitants of 
the western half of the Dominion had 
doubled. There was a population of 
339,646 souls west of the Great 
Lakes out of 4,833,229 in all Canada. 
In 1901, there were 645.517 people 
in Western Canada out of 5,371,315 
in the Dominion. 

In 1911, the Western Provinces 
and territories had 1,742,182 people, 
approximately 24 per cent. of the 
population of the Dominion and ac- 
cording to the 1921 census, they 
have 2,490,592 inhabitants or ap- 
proximately 28 per cent. of Canada’s 
total population. They will be rep- 
resented after the next redistribution 
of constituencies by 69 members in 
the House of Commons. 

Increase in the Dominion's popu- 
lation and the spread of settlement 
into new provinces have been re- 
flected by increases in membership 
of the House and changes in the 
representation of the provinces. Un- 
der the next representation of the 
People Act, the House will likely 
consist of 244 members distributed 
as follows: Ontarto, 815 Quebec, 65; 
Nova Scotia, 14; New Brunswick, 11; 
Prince Edward Island, 4; Manitoba, 
{7; Saskatchewan, 21; Alberta, 16; 
British Columbia, 14; Yukon, 1. In 
the House, which assembled immedi- 
ately after Confederation, there were 
181 members, of whom 82 came 
f-om Ontario, 65 from Quebec, 19 
from Nova Scotia and 15 from New 
Brunswick. Manitoba entered the 
Confederation in 1871 and was ac- 
corded four members. British Colum- 
bia joined and was given six mem- 
bers. The membership of the House 
was thus 191 at the close of the first 
Parliament of Canada. 

The Representation Act based on 
the first decennial census, that of 
1871, enlarged the Hoyse to 200 
members, of whom 88 were from On- 
tario, 65 from Quebec, 21 from Nova 
Scotia, 16 from New Brunswick, four 
from Manitoba and six from British 
Columbia. Prince Edward Island's, 
entry into Confederation added an- 
other six members. The Representa- 
tion Act of 1887 increased the House 
to 211 members by raising Ontario’s 
representation to 92 and Manitoba's 
to five. In the same Parliament, the 
Northwest Territories were given 
four members and the Commons 
membership rose to 215. 

The Representation Act of 1906 
increased the House to 221 members 
and took cognizance of the organiz~ 
ation of the new Provinces of Sas- 
katcehwan and Alberta. The House 
was constituted as follows: Ontario, 
86; Quebec, 65; Nova Scotia, 18; 
New Brunswick, 13; Prince Edward 
Island, 4; Manitoba! 10; Saskatche- 
wan, 10: Alberta, 7; British Coluni- 
bia, 7; Yukon, 1. The redistribution 
of 1914 brought another reduction 
in the representation of the Eastern 
Provinces and increases in the West. 
Ontario was given 82 seats; Quebec, 
65: Nova Scotia, 16; New Brunswick, 
11: Manitoba, 15; Saskatchewan, 16; 
Alberta, 12; British Columbia 13; 
Yukon 1, 

Prince Edward Island would have 
had only three members but legis- 
lation was passed providing that the 
representation of a province in the 
Commons should not fall below its 
representation in the Senate. Prince 
Edward Island thus retained four 
members in the Commons and the 
membership of the House stood in 
the last Parliament at 235. Another 
redistribution must now be made. 
By it. the representation of the 
} Bastern Provinces in the House will 

likely be reduced by three members

FEATS OF ENDURANCE. 


Records of Wonderful Things Done 
by Indians. 


In the days of yore, before the 
deweneration of the red race, many 
feats of strength and endurance were 
performed by the braves which were 
pL unbelieveable, and would ap- 
year to us as practically impossible. 
Yet the Indian by reason of his su- 
perio> powers of endurance was able 
to accomplish such things, whereas 
a white man would have been un- 
able to do so. Such achievements, 


vellous, were regarded by the Indian 
as a mere daily incident. 

The Indians of the southwestern 
United States were particularly gift- 
ed with powers of endurance for run- 
ning, and ‘they could travel faster 
and further than any horse. Fifty 
or sixty miles was considered a fair 
day’s run, and on occasions this was 
exdeeded. Compared to these the 
modern Indian would appear to be of 
the cigar store variety indeed. 

A story is told that in the early 
days of Ehrenburg. Arizona, of a 
man terribly burnt by the explosion 
of a considerable quantity of kero- 
sene. There was no doctor within a 
considerable radius, and, as there 
was no drug store in the settlement, 
a noted Mohave runner was engaged 
to run to Fort Yuma to procure the 
necessary first aid material. 

The distance from Ehrenburg to 
Fort Yuma, as the crow flies, is sixty 
miles. But it was at least seventy- 
five by the shortest route the Indian 
could take, and he had to swim the 
Colorado river once each way. The 
Indian was to get ten dollars for the 
trip and ten dollars adidtional if he 
returned within twenty-four hours. 
After quickly preparing for the un- 
dertaking, he silently disap ared 
down the trail. 

Before the twenty-four hours were 
up he was back in Ehrenburg, bring- 
ing with him the medicine and sup- 
plies for which he had been sent. 
Each package bore the label of the 
Yuma dispensary. There was abso~ 
lutely no living being along the trail, 
between the two places, from whom 
he could have obtained any assist- 
ance whatever. The Indian ran 150 
miles in less than twenty-four hours. 
over a barren stoney desert, inter- 
spersed with deep, dry gulches and 
ravines, in and out of which he was 
forced to climb, and in addition he 
swam the river twice. 

When he got. his twenty dollars 
he bought some of his favorite food 
and crawling into the shelter of 
some low underbush, ate and slept 
for two days, after which” he re- 
appeared in perfect condition, 

An example of true Indian stol- 
cism is seen in the story which is 
told of a 50-year-old Columbia chief 
who, burdened with a child and men- 
aced by ice floes, swam the Columbia 
river at one of its widest and most 
dangerous points. 

Sees-Yuse attempted to make the 
passage of the Columbia in a frail 
canoe, accompanied by a boy of nine 
years. When in .mid-stream his 
little craft was struck with such 
force by an tterenke that it Was over 
turned. Sees-Vuse seized the boy 
companion, and placing him on his 
back, breasted the stream and com- 
menced his battle to gain the shore. 

4275 who witnéssed the feat, say 
that no white man could have ac- 
complished what this Indian did. 
Foot by foot he made his way to- 


swept downstream by the swift cur- 
rent, his progress was steady. 

Several times he was struck by an 
ice floe, and the jagged end of one 
cut a deep wound in his neck. 
Finally, after what seemed an al- 
most interminable time, he reached 
the shore with his burden, his 
strength spent by his heroic efforts 
and loss of blood, and he was near- 
ly frozen by the ice cold water. Be- 
fore the flow from his wound could 
be checked he Almost bled to death. 

Col. G. O. Shields in his latest 
book, “Blanket-Indians of the North- 
west,” tells of the record run ‘ot 
Rain-in-the-Face, a former Sioux 
chief, who ran three h&ndred miles 
in three days and three nights. It 
occurred in the year 1873, the In- 
dian had killed two white men and 
had been arrested, but contrived to 
escape, 

A three hundred mile run across 
the prairie is a severe test of human 
strength, even under the most favor, 
able condition, but to accomplish 
that feat in the dead of 
burdened with snowshoes and with, 
out food or rest, is an' achievement 
almost unbelievable. Yet this is just 
what was done by this Sioux Indian. 
Rain-in-the-Face ran ‘continually 
for seventy-two hours, slowing down 
occasionally. to à jog trot to recover 


none, with the exception of browse, 
which he ate as he ran. Had he suc- 
cumbed to fatigue and the impulse 
to sleep, he would have sunk into a 
stupor and been frozen solid within 
an hour. i 

As he neared his destination, an 
encampment at the base of the 
Woody Mountain, he began to weak- 
en and collapsed, but not before he 
had been observed. Rain-in-the-Face 
was unconscious for two days. Slow- 
ly he regained his strength and per- 
fect condition. t

Pullets hatched In March should be- 
Ein to lay early in the fall, and con- 
tinue through the period when eggs 
command the best price. It is tha 
eggs from these early layers that 
should be selected for early setting, 
with a view te securing pullets with 
the right habit in the first hatch. In 
this connection, Miller Parvis, writ- 
ing in the Breeders’ Gazette, drops 
a hint that must preve valuable o 
many poultry raisers, who have not 
taken the facts into consideration. 
He says: 8 d 
„The winter layer is the first to 
‘become broody in the spring, and gt 
the flock-owner, anxious to get out 
some early chicks, sets her on egg 
laid by other hens in the flock; 
among which the larger part of he 
nens that did not lay in winter may 
be found, as about the time the wih- — 
ter layer goes broody, the one that“ 
has loafed all winter is beginning to 
go to work. „„ 
“If the poultry keeper would make 
it a point to break up the first hens, _ 
that become broody and set esta 
from them as soon as they get back 
into laying form, the best winter. 
layers would be hatched. If a hen 
is taken in hand the moment she be- 
gins to cluck, she can be got back 
into laying form in a few days, and 
the delay in hatching will more than 
be made up by the improvement: In 
the flock where eggs from such lay- 
ers are used for hatching.” 
Avoid crowding the breeding 
flock; give the birds lots of room, 
exercise, and all the sunshine that 
offers. See to it that the bens are 
not too fat, and give them plenty’ 
of green food, Do not attempt 
foree egg-laying capacity of th 
breeder, ag that is too often ne- 
complished at the sacrifice of fer- 
tility in the eggs required for hatch- 
ing. What is most desirable in the 
eggs that are to go under a hen or 
into an incubator is that they be 
hatchable; and likely to give forth 
chicks with lots of-vitality. .

Similar opposit- 
jon has made severe inroads on the 
radial traffic into Hamilton, where 
where there are now 29 motor buss- 
es running on regular passenge 
schedules, to say nothing of the 
scores of motor trucks that are al- 
most monopolizing the local freight 
traffic. The motor truck has made 
fadial investments unpopular anmong 
private financiers and this should be 
a warning to those who would risk 
milliofs of dollars of public money 
in the same field. —-Farm and Dairy.

Weed Seed Spread by Manure. 

It is quite generally known that 
weed seeds pass through the diges- 
tive tracts of animals and still remain 
viable. The manure will contain these 
seeds, \and the result is that a field 
may become infested with weed 
plants, some of a very noxious char- 
‘acter. In spite of this fact, precau- 
tions are not génerally observed in 
the feeding of screenings which con- 
tain seeds of noxious weeds. 

As a result of experiments at the 
Minnesota Agricultural Experiment 
Station, it was found that in feeding 
certain seeds to cows thegermination 
may even be increased’ after having 
passed through the digestive tract. 
Curled dock, a very common farm 
weed, germinated only four per cent.

Quapaw Indians Stick to Form of Wor 
ship of Which Feast Forms an 
Important Part. 

In the vicinity of Devil's Hollow, 
several miles enst of Quapaw, Okla, 
there is a wlrwam-shaped church 
building located miles from any white 
man's habitation, and a long distance 
from the nearest Indian domicile, 
where the Quapaw full-blooded Indiana 
congregate regularly to worship the 
Great Spirit in silence. They sit about 
a tiny fire that has been built on a 
stone base in the middle of the dirt 
floor, from Saturday night at sundown 
til! Sunday noon, fasting and praying, 

but never speaking a word. 

A feature of their church meetings 
is the feast that follows the fast and 
religions rites. The meal is served 
in a Matle mess house nearby, and 
when the ser¥ices are over the squaws, 
who have slipped out a-few hours be- 
fore the time to close, are ready with 
the dinner and all sit down to partake 
of the food that is always a part of the 
program. 

The church was built many years 
ago, so that the residents might have 
a place to worship, a custom still kept 
up, regardless of the fact that there Is 
no preacher, no cholr, nothing to call 
them but the religions spirit of the In- 
dian. Chief Quapaw owns nearly 1,000 
acres of land in this region, bat when 
he was offered $20,000 for a few acres 
of it that lay in the city of Quapaw, 
which, was named after him, he re- 
fused because, he said, he knew the 
white man would try to get the money, 
but could not get the land ‘away from 
him.

This home-made 
electroscope consisted of a small 
glass jar, with a rubber cork, 
through which passed a metal rod. 
On the rod (and inside the bottle), 
a piece of gold leaf was suspended 
by its centre. The rod and gold leaf 
were charged with electricity gener- 
ated by rubbing a piece of ebonite 
with a silk handkerchief, this caus- 
ing the two ends of gold leaf to fly 
apart; in a little time, the gold leaf 
slowly drops to its original position, 
but if a radioactive rock is brought 


in marquetry, or the making of dom! 
noes, plano keys, buttons, etc. The ker 
nel becomes extremely hard when 
thoroughly dried. As a proof of this It 
is stated that it is at the present mo 
ment being used as building stones for 
making of the houses of native chiefs 
while it is expected that the future 
cathedral at Dakar will have tinted 
pillars constructed of these same. ker 
nels.—Scientific American Monthly.

drops suddenly. 

In August, 1921, he made another 
find, on Valdez Island, at a place 
called Open Bay, an uninhabited 
stretch of logged-off land, where cop- 
per mining had formerly been car- 
ried on. The tests applied this time, 
in addition to using the electroscope, 
and making photographs by rays 
from the rocks, also consisted in us- 
ing the scintilloscope. This is a high- 
powered magnifying glass mounted 
at the proper focus above a sensitized 
screen or plate of glass which is 
coated with zinc sulphide. This lat- 
ter chemical has the property of be- 
coming luminous when struck by the 
Alpha ray or helium particles, which 
radioactive substances emit at the 
enormous Velocity of 18,000 miles a 
second. A good sample under the 
instruments shows numberless twin- 
kling pin points of light. 
: Satisfied with the area of these 

two fields, Neave forwarded samples 
of the rock to Sir Ernest Rutherford, 
the famous British radium expert. 
The mere analysis for simple rocks 
cost 3250, and for complex ones 
much more. Sir Ernest's reply, fully 
confirmed his own experiments as to 
the highly radioactive nature of the 
minerals found. At this writing, of 
course, no estimate as to the new 
field’s productive possibilities can be 
ventured. Development work alone 
will reveal the amount of radium 
which may be anticipated.
